Occupation Zone of Germany to be completely liquidate** by 15 
June 1947,: 

2* The forma then of new detective agencies* bureaus* fir -a* or 

other similar organisations* as well as any detective ctivlty 
of Individual parsons* to be forbidden,* 

S* Persons who transgress against this order are conside d 
criminally responsible* with liability to punishment p to 
three years of imprisonment or 5000 marks *
